Continuation of 1. NOTE: Regarding claim 8, line 3, newly proposed limitation "there being traffic of various rates" requires further 
consideration and/or search. Regarding claims 1 and 8, applicants arguments filed June 1, 2004, that Cherpential et al. or the prior art of 
record does not teach " a load threshold being selected dependent upon the relative proportions of the traffic of different rates making up 
the load" or "adjustment of a load threshold dependent on the relative proportions of different types of traffic having different rates". 
However, the claim limitations " a load threshold being selected dependent upon the relative proportions of the traffic of different rates 
making up the load" or "adjustment of a load threshold dependent on the relative proportions of different types of traffic having different 
rates" is not recited in claims 1 and 8. Applicants argument that there is no to reason to combine Laako and Cherpantier et al.. 
However, Laako teaches a base station for controlling a traffic load within a cell, and Cherpantier et al. teaches a cell or base station for 
determining the a load of a cell based upon the speed level of a mobile station. The Chanpantier et al. reference only teaches a cell for 
varying a threshold of a cell in accordance with the load of the cell. 
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
